2. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 wherein the group of users is 
composed of one or more users. 

3. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the network Infrastructure includes a 
physical local area network. 

4. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of configuring a network 
includes the step of establishing a virtual local area network on a physical local area 
network. 
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5. (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of configuring a network 
infrastructure includes the step of configuring switches that are IEEE802.1Q 
compliant. 

6. (Original) The method of claim 5 wherein the step of configuring switches includes 
a use of Q-tag.

11. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1 0 wherein the step of dissolving 
further includes the step of returning ports of switches supporting a VLAN associated 
with the dissolved group to a default state and removing all references to the VLAN 
associated with the dissolved group from the switches.

(Original) The server of claim 28 wherein the module to construct VLAN tags 
comprises the SNMP module. 

32. (Original) The server of claim 28 wherein the module further comprises a web 
based user interface.
